7. Transfer would take place, within reason¬ 
able time, without reference to the rele¬ 
vant company, if the investor’s purchase) 
holding does not exceed 0.5 # of the 
Company’s paid up capital or such other 
limit, as may be stipulated from time 
to time.

(g) by its oral communication of the party 
in the presence of third person. 

(h) by advertising it at least once in any 
duly newspaper published by Bombay. 

14, All dealing transactions and contracts 

which are subject to the Rules, Regula¬ 
tions and Bye-laws of the Exchange and 
every arbitration agreement to which 
the Rules, Regulations and Bye-laws of 
the Exchange apply shall be deemed in 
all respects to be subject to the Rules, 
Regulations and Bye-laws of the Ex¬ 
change and shall take effect as wholly 
made, entered into and to be performed 
in the whole of India and the parties to 
such dealings, transactions, contracts or 
agreements shall be deemed to have 
submitted to the jurisdiction of the 
Courts all over India for the purpose of 
giving effect to the Rules, Regulations 
and Bye-laws of the Exchange.
